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Jobs, Peace and Freedom: A Dream Shared 


Activists Sit In, Lesbian Speaker 
Added to Program

WASHINGTON, D.C. — With 
protest tactics reminiscent of the 
early civil rights movement, D.C. 
activists increased pressure last 
week on organizers of the August 
27 March for Jobs, Peace, and 
Freedom to include an openly les- 
bian or gay speaker. Their last 
minute effort resulted in black les- 
bian activist and writer Audre 
Lorde’s official appearance on the 
platform, ‘“‘speaking for a na- 
tional coalition of black lesbians 
and gay men.’ 

At an Aug. 22 press conference, 
D.C. Congressman Walter Faun- 
troy, one of the march organizers, 
specifically ruled out an openly 
lesbian or gay speaker, 
that, although the march organi- 
zers were ‘‘unanimously support- 
ive of the civil rights of all’’, they 
had agreed that the event ‘‘would 
not be an aggregation of single 
issue groups.’’ In response, gay 
activists staged a sit-in demonstra- 
tion in Fauntroy’s office. 

Seven activists, organized by 


th ional Coalition of Black 
ays (NCBG), attempted to meet

with Fauntroy to discuss the ex- 
_ clusion” of a gay speaker. When 
~ told that Fauntroy was out of the 
office and that a meeting would 
not take place, they refused to 
leave and four of them were ar- 
rested by Capitol Security police. 
The demonstrators were hand- 
cuffed, fingerprinted, and jailed

overnight. 

Ray Melrose, political action 
coordinator of NCBG and one of 
the demonstrators, said, ‘‘We 
decided to use a high visibility 
ploy to draw the attention of the 
people of D.C. and of the coun- 
try. Obviously we felt very serious 
about it or we would not have 
done it.”’ 

The demonstrators were 
charged with unlawful entry, and 
released on their own recogni- 
zance. Melrose told GCN, ‘‘Prob- 
ably Martin Luther King would 
have been sitting in with us if he 
had the same experiences with an 
entrenched group. Had Fauntroy 
been making those demands in the 
’60s against a city or municipality, 
he would have been sitting in. It is 
ironic that a person who spent 
most of his political life as a civil 
rights activist would, in the 1980s, 
have people locked up who par- 
ticipated in those same activities.”’ 

Pat Smith, Fauntroy’s press 
secretary, claimed that Fauntroy 
was booked with interviews at the 
national march office on the day 
of the protest. When asked about 
the arrests, she said, ‘‘They were 
allowed to remain, but then the 
office had to close.’’ She also 


noted that office staff had shown. 


the protestors a copy of the gay 
rights bill which Fauntroy had co- 
sponsored, in an attempt to per- 
suade them of his general support. 


Delivered by Audre Lorde 
at the 20th Anniversary March on Washington, August 27, 1983 


I am Audre Lorde, speaking for the National Coalition of 
Black Lesbians and Gay Men. Today’s march openly joins the 
black civil rights movement and the gay civil rights movement in 
those struggles we have always shared, for jobs, for health, for 
peace and for freedom. We marched in 1963 with Dr. Martin 
Luther King, and dared to dream that freedom would include us, 
because not one of us is free to choose the terms of our living until 
all of us are free to choose the terms of our living. Today the 
black civil rights movement has pledged its support for gay civil 
rights legislation. And today we march again, lesbians and gay 
men and our children, standing in our own names together with 
all our struggling sisters and brothers here and around the world, 
in the Middle East, in Central America, in the Caribbean and in 
South Africa, sharing our commitment to work for a joint live- 
able future. We know we do not have to become copies of each 
other in order to be able to work together. We know that when we 
join hands across the table of our differences, our diversity gives 
us great power. When we can arm ourselves with the strength and 
vision from all of our diverse communities then we will in truth all 


be free at last.

With the protestors still in jail, 
a conference call took place on 
Aug. 25, in the early morning 
hours of 12:30-2:30 a.m. between 
march organizers Coretta Scott 
King, Fauntroy, Benjamin Hooks 
of NAACP, and others, and 
NCBG’s Executive Director Gil 
Gerald, and National Gay Task 
Force Executive Director Virginia 
Apuzzo. Five demands were pre- 
sented by Apuzzo and Gerald: an 
openly lesbian/gay —_ speaker; 
march endorsement of the na- 
tional gay rights bill; retraction of 
Fauntroy’s statements that gay 
rights was a divisive issue; reposi- 
tioning of the gay contingent from 
the back of the march to the 
center; and the establishment of a 
mechanism to facilitate ongoing 
dialogue between the black civil 
rights movement and gay rights 
movement representatives. 

Gerald told GCN, ‘‘They 
delivered on whatever they were 
empowered to deliver on.’’? The 
march representatives agreed both 
to move the gay contingent, and 
to a continuing dialogue with gay 
activists. At such a late date, 
however, they said they could not, 
as representatives of the Coalition 
of Conscience, endorse the gay 
civil rights bill. 

In a compromise measure, a 
press conference was held on 
August 26 in D.C. Mayor Marion 
Barry’s office. At the press con- 
ference, march leaders, including 
Coretta Scott King, Fauntroy, 
the Rev. Joseph Lowry of Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference, 
Judy Goldsmith of NOW, and 
Rev. Cecil Williams of the Glide 
Memorial Baptist Church pledged 
their support, as individuals, for 
the gay civil rights bill in both the 
House and Senate. 

An additional agreement in the 
conference call was the inclusion 
of Audre Lorde as a march 
speaker. Lorde was scheduled to 
speak during the ‘‘litany’’ section 
of the rally. 

Because of the last minute in- 
vitation, however, Lorde did not 
have credentials, and told GCN 
that she spent the entire afternoon 
trying to get to the stage. She said, 
“Il was held up at every stage of 
moving up to the speaker’s plat- 
form. Through the whole after- 
noon I felt not only invisible, but I 
think it was obvious there were a 
number of people who’d rather I 
was not there.”’ 

Despite frustration over the in- 
tensity of the struggle for les- 
bian/gay visibility in the march, 
most of the activists expressed op- 
timism, if some caution, at the 
“*T think it 
was a victory for all sides. This 
was a joining together of the 
women’s movement, the civil 
rights movement, and the gay 
rights movement.”’ 

Tania Abdulahad, a member of 
D.C.’s Third World lesbian group 
Sapphire’s Sapphos, said, ‘‘I’m 
not sure this is a victory, but I 
think it’s a step forward. I’m a lit- 
tle more cautious in my final 
analysis and have a wait-and-see 
attitude. I don’t tend to be real 
hopeful about groups who, under 
pressure, do something. To some 
extent, credibility demanded that

‘Standing in 


Our Own Names’

WASHINGTON — In the un- 
dulating sea of sweating humanity 
that gathered on August 27 to 
move the nation’s government for 
jobs, peace and freedom and to 
commemorate the 1963 black civil 
rights march, the knot of gay men 
and lesbians marching in our own 
contingent was barely a wavelet. 
Numbering several hundred peo- 
ple at its crest, the gay/lesbian 
contingent suffered from the mere 
logistics of a demonstrations of 


this size: well-intentioned but 
uninformed parade marshals; 
late-arriving buses from New 


York; a_ needle-in-the-haystack 
syndrome for those arriving late; 
and a physical split in our ranks 
during the march which was 
caused by too little direction from 
marshals, too many of everyone 
else, and not enough of us.

If visibility to each other in the 
march and at the rally was prob- 
lematic for us, it was accompanied 
by our relative position of 
obscurity among the 250,000 
other people at the march. We 
were there, though, in our hastily 
organized and poorly coordinated 
contingent under brown balloons. 
(Our markers were actually white 
balloons that had been spray- 
painted with brown squiggles and 
then were removed or stolen mid- 
morning, perhaps to confuse us.) 
We marched beside the labor 
unions, beside the student groups, 
beside the church groups, the 
women’s groups and the peace 
groups. The march itself was an il- 


lustration of that often-heard 
chant: ‘‘Gay straight, black, 
white, together we_ struggle, 


together we fight.’’ 

White and black gay men and 
lesbians marching together in one 
of the most diverse mass demon- 
strations in this country’s history 
was exhilirating. Scattered 
through our contingent were signs 
and banners representing the Na- 
tional Coalition of Black Gays, 


the International Association of 


Black and White Men Together, 
the Gay Activist Alliance of D.C., 
the Lesbian/Gay Focus of the All 
People’s Congress, the Suburban 
Maryland Gay Alliance, Southern 
Dykes for Human Rights, Hum- 
boldt Society of Lesbian/Gay 
Naturalists of Philadelphia, the 
Gertrude Stein Democratic Club 
of D.C., the Delaware Valley 
Gay/Lesbian Alliance for Peace 
and Social Justice, the North 
American Man/Boy Love Associ- 
ation. Also seen were: a banner 
calling for Third World and white 
lesbians to unite; two or three 
small signs in reference to national 
march director Rep.-Walter Faun- 
troy’s comparison of gay civil 
rights to ‘‘penguin’s rights’’; and 
the GCN banner. Queers touted 
their favorite candidates, sold but- 
tons for lesbian liberation and 
abortion rights and the nuclear 
freeze, chanted slogans from the 
sublime to the _ ridiculous, 
displayed affection publicly and, 
of course, discussed the politics of 
the march. 

There was not a lot of overt 
hostility displayed toward our 
contingent. Barbara Smith, a 


black lesbian who marched under 
the Third World/white lesbians 
banner, said she noticed a lot of 
‘incredulity’? on the faces of 
bystanders as she and friends 
marched down Constitution 
Avenue. 

The NAMBLA banner bearers 
were accosted by a man claiming 
to be a newspaper reporter, but 
not able to produce any creden- 
tials to prove it, who demanded to 
know what the issue of man/boy 
love had to do with ‘*Dr. King’s 
Agenda.’” He also wanted to 
know if GCN supported man/boy 
love, but melted away before any- 
one could either confront him or 
respond. 

One other incident of overt 
homophobia toward the contin- 
gent occurred just as we ap- 
proached the rally site. A young 
man shouted anti-gay vitriol at us, 
yelling that we were all sick and 
had no place in the march. First, a 
stunned silence from us, but 
quickly we rallied to a spirited 
response of *‘We are everywhere 
and we will be free!”’ 

On a boiling hot day which 
could have rendered every single 
one of the quarter million marchers 
cranky and surly, it seems that, at 
worst, we may have been objects 
of scorn and at best, we were 
tolerated by our fellow marchers.

In the 11-hour program planned 
and coordinated by the ‘‘New 
Coalition of Conscience,’’ the 
march organizers, gay and lesbian 


civil rights received about two 
minutes of attention from the 
podium. But what may at first 
seem like an insulting act of 


tokenism must be seen in the con- 
text of ‘‘the years of work’’ by 
black lesbians and gay men to gain 
recognition of their contribution 
to and place in the black civil 
rights movement, according to 
Barbara Smith and others con- 
tacted by GCN. 

Audre Lorde, a black lesbian 
writer and activist, had been in- 
vited to speak at the last moment. 
She accepted and delivered a short 
prepared statement during the 
“litany of commitment’’ portion 
of the program. The ‘“‘litany’’ was 
something of a laundry list of 
groups who are allied in some way 
with the civil rights movement. 
Each group was invited to send a 
speaker who would give a two-to- 
three minute statement. Lorde 
spoke at about 6:00 pm, when at 
least half the audience had drifted 
away, beaten by the 95-degree 
heat and unengaged by the inade- 
quate public address system. 

Nonetheless, Lorde counts it as 
an historic moment, in spite of the 
march leadership’s reluctance to 
include her. (See related article.) 
Lorde told GCN, ‘‘It certainly 
wasn’t what I would have wanted 
to say and it wasn’t as long... but 
it was a very, very, very important 
thing that had taken place.... | 
felt that I spoke not for myself, 
but for a whole community. . . for 
black lesbians and gay men and by 
extension, for lesbians and gay 
men as a whole.”’ 

The stalemate that occurred be-

peace camp to stay open through 
October 


ROMULUS, NY — Word from the women at the 
Seneca Peace Camp: the camp will be open through 
October. The decision was made by a group of women 
involved in the long range planning of the camp at a 
meeting on August 23. 

During September and October, the focus of the 
Peace Camp’s work will be halting the deployment of 
the Euromissles scheduled to begin this December. 
In addition, the house and land, owned by women at 
the camp, will be prepared for winter. The ongoing 
projects to research conversion plans for the depot 


and to network with local peace groups will continue 
into the fall. 





wisconsin vs. army 


MILWAUKEE — On Sept. 1, the 27-year-old volun- 
tary contract between the U.S. Army and the Universi- 
ty of Wisconsin-Milwaukee (UW-M) comes up for re- 
newal, according to Equa/ Times. The contract pro- 
vides for UW-M’s Reserve Officer Training Corps pro- 
gram on campus. The Army’s well-known employ- 
ment discrimination against gay men and lesbians is 
already an issue in the debate over contract renewal. 
The faculty Senate, Gov. Anthony Earl’s Council on 
Lesbian and Gay Issues and several gay activists are 
urging Chancellor Frank Horton to refuse to sign the 
renewal unless the Army reverses its discriminatory 
policies. 

“The discrimination against homosexual stu- 
dents by the U.S. Army and subsequently by the UW- 
Milwaukee Department of Military Science casts a 
cloud over our policy of non-discrimination,” read the 
recommendation passed by the faculty Senate. 


boston now votes to support king and 
scondras 


CAMBRIDGE — The Boston Chapter of the Na- 
tional Organization for Women voted on August 22 to 
express ‘sentiments of support” for mayoral candi- 
date Mel King. Boston NOW President Janet Ferone 
stated, “Throughout Mel King’s ten year legislative 
career he received near-perfect ratings from NOW for 
his sponsorship of the ERA, his unwavering pro- 
choice stance on abortion, and his efforts to increase 
funding for day care, AFDC recipients and children’s 
services. While other candidates are currently focus- 
ing on women’s rights issues, Mel’s long-standing 
record clearly makes him the women’s choice.” 

David Scondras, openly gay city council can- 
didate in District 8, also received ‘‘sentiments of sup- 
port” at the August 22 meeting. Ferone says that 
“again we had several candidates who are in agree- 
ment with our issues, and again we have one can- 
didate, David Scondras, who has a proven record on 
women’s issues.” 

Boston NOW, due to non-profit status, cannot 
formally endorse candidates or contribute money to 
their campaigns. However, through sentiments of 
support, Boston NOW encourages its 1300 members 
to work for candidates as individuals. Support for 
other candidates in races around the city will be con- 
sidered at a later date. 


gay/lesbian group denied temporary 


liquor license 

LINO LAKE, MN — A birthday party celebrating 
the 1982 Gay Games was over before it began, accord- 
ing to Equal Times. Organizers were denied a tem- 
porary liquor license by the Lino Lakes City Council 
and they cancelled the party. The Aug. 20 ‘‘all-day 
country celebration” had been planned to kick off the 
International Lesbian and Gay Winter Olympic 
Games, to be held in Minnesota in 1986, and to raise 
funds for the Games. . 

Rick Schmitz, an organizer of the event, accused 
the city council of homophobia. Schmitz said there 
had been no problem with thepermit until city officials 
identified the application as coming from gay men 
and lesbians. 

City officials maintain that previous problems 
with other parties at the proposed site made them 
reluctant to issue the permit, and the group had failed 
to meet necessary requirements for gatherings of 
over 1000 people. 

Schmitz said he had been assured the permit pro- 
cess was a routine matter for non-profit groups. Only 
at the last minute did they encounter trouble, he said. 
Schmitz said that other fundraising and promotional 
events will go on as scheduled.

NEW YORK — The Christopher St. Liberation 
Day Committee (CSLDC), a coalition of groups and in- 
dividuals which annually organizes the New York City 
gay/lesbian pride day activities, is soliciting photos of 
the 1983 march and rally for the October, 1983 issue 
of their newspaper, Struttin’ Down 5th.

nambla membership in community 
council sparks controversy 

NEW YORK — The August 6 admission of the 
North American Man/Boy Love Association 
(NAMBLA) into New York’s Community Council of 
Lesbian/Gay Organizations is causing a furor in this 
city’s one and a half year old council, according to the 
Long Island Connection and the New York City News. 

The 15-13 favorable vote had Dignity, the Greater 
Gotham Business Council, Gay and Lesbian Indepen- 
dent Democrats, and Frontrunners all voting “yes,” 
while Parents of Gays, Black and White Men Together 
and Salsa Soul Sisters voted ‘“‘no.” Parents of Gays 
has reportedly quit the council over the vote and other 
groups are reconsidering their membership. 

The International Gay Association, at its July 
meeting in Vienna, Austria, unanimously voted 
NAMBLA into its membership. 

Meanwhile, NAMBLA continues to have prob- 
lems finding meeting space for its Horatio Alger 
chapter in New York (see GCN Vol. 11, No. 7). 


aids panic used in campaign against 
gay rights bill 

SACRAMENTO — An ultra-conservative Califor- 
nia state senator is using the unsupported ‘casual 
contact”’ theory of AIDS transmission as a reason to 
defeat AB-1, the state’s anti-bias jobs bill, according 
to the Bay Area Reporter. 

Senator H.L. Richardson (R-Glendora) has said 
that AIDS is ‘‘contagious”’ and is “spread into main- 
stream America because of close contacts with AIDS 
victims.’ Richardson suggested that passage of AB-1 
would ‘‘force”’ such contacts onto the general public. 
AB-1 would outlaw employment discrimination 
against gay men and lesbians. 

Richardson has accused AB-1 proponents of 
supporting ‘“‘sodomites and other perverts...which 
is an assault upon God.” Richardson, supporter of the 
ill-fated Briggs amendment, announced this year that 
he will not seek another term in the California Senate. 

AB-1 is awaiting consideration by the Senate 
Finance Committee and may be voted on by the entire 
Assembly in the beginning of 1984. 
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gay bookstore victim of hurricane alicia 


HOUSTON, TX — Among the hundreds of busi- 
nesses hit hard by hurricane Alicia on Aug. 18 was 
Wilde & Stein Books, the city’s gay bookstore. Owner 
Charles Gillis reports that three large plate glass win- 
dows along the front and side of the building were 
broken out by the wind and flying debris. A portion of 
the ceiling collapsed under the weight of ac- 
cumulated water and the entire building got 1-2 
inches of water on the floor. The store was without 
electricity for up to seven days after the storm. And 
the city is steaming in 95° heat, a perfect environment 
in which mold and mildew damage can occur. 

In spite of all this, Gillis is determined to reopen 
the store and survive the loss of business resulting 
from this unexpected closing of the store. For per- 
sons wishing to send along donations of money or 
just good will, the mailing address of Wilde & Stein 
Books is PO Box 66282, Houston, TX 77266. 





black and white men together meet in ohio 

COLUMBUS, OH — Virginia Apuzzo warned the 
200 conferees at the third annual International 
Association of Black and White Men Together 
(BWMT) that Reagan administration proposals to 
divert money from already-existing programs to AIDS 
research will be divisive to the fragile coalitions of 
gays and other minorities. Apuzzo noted that addi- 
tional funding may come from programs providing 
assistance to rural and urban poor people. She urged 
BWMT to oppose the funding transfers and to support 
allocations of new funds. 

BWMT met at the Ohio State University August 
16-21. Delegates from across the United States, 
Australia and Great Britain attended the conference. 
Discriminatory carding policies at gay bars were high 
on the conference agenda, according to the Wash- 
ington Blade. Tactics to confront the problem were 
discussed in a workshop with papers being presented 
by chapter members from Boston, San Francisco, 
New York, Philadelphia, Atlanta and Washington. 
John Bush, of Boston, objected to the group’s focus 
on carding policies at gay bars. He observed that 
allowing the bars to be the main arena of social activi- 
ty contributed to the incidence of alcoholism in the 
community. But, in spite of Bush’s objection, BWMT 
adopted a resolution calling for direct action to fight 
discrimination in the bars, which research has reveal- 


ed to be widely spread throughout the country: sae 


garage sale marks closing of baths — 

SAN FRANCISCO — A garage sale marked the 
closing of a local bathhouse called the Hothouse, “a 
leatherman’s landmark,” according to Equal Times. 

About 400 buyers looked over a variety of whips, 
chains, harnesses and other exotic paraphernalia 
during the recent close-out garage sale. The 
Hothouse once served as. many as 400 customers a 
day in amassive four-story. complex. However the fear 
of contracting AIDS caused a 50 percent drop in 
business, according to owner Louis Gaspar. 

“| don’t think that it’s where you have sex that 
causes AIDS but what you do,” said Gaspar. ‘‘But 
still, | came to see this as part of the problem. Con- 
sidering the moral and ethical questions involved | 
just couldn’t stay open when | felt | might be some- 
how responsible for people getting it.”

BOSTON — The Fenway Community Health Cen- 
ter will hold its annual Board of Directors election on 
September 20 at 6:30 p.m. at the Morville House, 100 
Norway St. in Boston. 

Executive director Sally Deane announced that 
anyone interested in running for Fenway’s board 
must register by Sept. 13. Any person who has been a 
patient in the past five years or who lives in the Fen- 
way area (zip codes 02115 and 02215) is eligible to run 
for the board. Deane said that people with business 
management, fundraising, personnel or public rela- 
tions experience are especially encouraged to run. To 
register, candidates may call the health center or 
drop by the reception desk. Fenway Community 
Health Center is located at 16 Haviland St. in Boston.

Continued from page | 
they do it, and not a real commit- 
ment and concern for gay rights.’’ 
Questions for the future center 
around the inclusion of lesbians 
and gays in an ongoing coalition 
with civil rights groups. Pat Smith 
has reported that the Coalition of 
Conscience has agreed to stay 
together as a group, to meet 
regularly and to lobby for a 


legislative package of 14 bills 
which they agreed to support last 
April. Smith told GCN that the 
package includes measures such as 
the Equity Act, the Hawkins 
Amendment, and_ the 
Luther King national holiday bill. 
She said it did not include the gay 
rights bill. , 

Melrose noted, however, that, 
‘*Historically, this is the first time 
the leadership of the civil rights

movement has accepted that gay 
rights is part of the same civil 
rights agenda. To suddenly be 
elevated, at least rhetorically, is an 
important first step. It’s now a 
challenge to the gay community to 
follow up and hold them accoun- 
table.’? Additionally Gerald said,

munity not to default on taking 
actions against racism and sex op- 
pression. We have to start deliver-

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tween the march organizers and 
gays and lesbians over the issue of 
a speaker representing our com- 
munity was broken by a group of 
black gay men in Washington 
D.C. who would not let the issue 
of non-inclusion of a gay/lesbian 
speaker die a quiet death. Barbara 
Smith believes that it is a 
stalemate which could only have 
been broken by gay and lesbian 
people of color. 

Smith: ‘‘I really feel the links 
that were made were racial links. 
The fact that it was black gay peo- 
ple who went in and sat in Faun- 
troy’s office was a very significant 
pressure to get him to change. If 
white gay people had come to sit 
in, I don’t know what effect it 
would have had. It may not have 
necessarily been as positive. I was 
thrilled that people who repre- 
sented [civil rights] organizations 
that I am a part of because of my 
age and race, came out in support 
of gay rights. The civil rights 
movement was the first political 
movement I was involved in.’’ 

And if Barbara Smith feels that 
she -has come home, she sees it as 


an uneasy homecoming. ‘‘This is 


not going to be an easy struggle. I 
_ think that what happened last Fri- 
day and Saturday represents a 
kind of victory for us, but the 
thing is, it doesn’t mean that 
homophobia isn’t right in place. 
“One of the things it means is 
that we are going to have some- 
thing to invoke in our favor when 
people from our own black com- 
munities act in homophobic 
ways.... We can list the people 
who have somehow figured out 
how to be in solidarity with us.’’ 
Scott Tucker, a gay activist and 
member of Lavender Left in 
Philadelphia, pointed out that 
even if gay rights was included 
only reluctantly on the march 
agenda, there are members of the 
black community who have less 
trouble with the issue. Seventeen 
of the 20 members of the black 
congressional caucus are on 
record as co-sponsors of the na- 
tional gay rights bill. Those 17 
black congresspeople represent

about 25 percent of the sponsors 
of the bill, a percentage which far 
outstrips their proportion in Con- 
gress.

A predominant theme of many 
of the 70 speakers was harnessing 
political power through the elec- 
toral process. Speakers took aim 
at the current occupant of the 
White House, with Reagan’s 
policies toward the nation’s poor 
coming in a close second. Jesse 
Jackson and Benjamin Hooks, in 
the oratorical style of black 
preachers, exhorted the crowd to 
register to vote and bounce 
Reagan out of the White House in 
1984. 

Some observers think the Coali- 
tion seeks to gather votes for a 
liberal Democratic presidential 
candidate of its choosing. Leslie 
Cagan, who represented the Na- 
tional Mobilization for Survival 
on the march’s national planning 
council, believes that if the Coali- 
tion’s agenda is to elect a presi- 
dential candidate, it is a hidden 
one. ‘‘I think the only way this 


Coalition will stay together is if 


they concentrate on a legislative 
package and not on a presidential 
candidate,’’ said Cagan. 

Also getting considerable men- 
tion from the podium were the 
issues of U.S. intervention in Cen- 
tral America and the nuclear 
freeze, the civil rights of ethnic 
and racial minorities and women. 
Overall, the three goals of the 
march were tied together, even if 
the prescriptive suggestions tend- 
ed to favor a trip to the polls. 

Not listed in the legislative 
package of the Coalition is the na- 
tional gay rights bill. Cagan agrees 
with the co-chairs of the march 
that in the final week before the 
event, there was no time to makea 
decision on the inclusion of the 
bill. However, she intends to press 
for the addition of the gay rights 
bill to the legislative package, as 
well as the addition of a gay 
organization to the Coalition of 
Conscience. 








Air Force About-Face,

FT. LEAVENWORTH, KS — 
Joann Newak, the Air Force 
lieutenant whose conviction in a 
military court on charges of 
sodomy and possession of mari- 
juana earned her a sentence of six 
years at hard labor, has been 
released on parole from the U.S. 
Army jail here. 

The Air Force Clemency and 
Parole Board, which denied 
Newak a previous bid for parole 
last May, reversed its decision on 
August 12, paving the way for 
Newak’s release five days later. 


According to Air Force 
spokesperson Capt. Johnny 
Whitaker, the parole board 


granted Newak’s request when it 
became satisfied that she would 
cooperate with military officials. 

“‘She had a change of heart on 
those very same points on which 
she was denied parole,’’ Whitaker 
told GCN. ‘‘The condition of 
parole was a mandatory participa- 
tion in a community-based drug 
rehabilitation program for drug 
offenders.”’ 

Newak initially refused to par- 
ticipate in the drug program, ac- 
cording to her attorney Bonnie 


Strunk, because ‘ther position is 
and has always been that she 
doesn’t have a drug problem.”’ 
Newak began her sentence in 
June of 1982 after an Air Force 
court found her guilty of posses- 
sion of marijuana and a number 
of pills she thought were am- 
phetamines, but were actually diet 
pills. The court also passed down 
a conviction for sodomy, a crime 


under military law, because 
Newak had sex with another 
enlisted woman in an off-base 


apartment during off-duty hours. 

Strunk said Newak agreed to 
enter the drug program as a 
precondition to parole after her 
attorneys worked out an agree- 
ment with Air Force counsel that 
Newak’s participation in the pro- 
gram would not be used against 
her as an admission of guilt. 
Newak presently has litigation 
pending against the Army and the 
Air Force. 

Newak’s original sentence of six 
years was cut in half last March 
after Air Force Judge Advocate 
General Thomas Bruton received 
the. case for review. Capt. 
Whitaker told GCN, that in the 


Cuomo Waffles 
On Protective Order, 
Gay Bath Shutdowns

NEW YORK — Media reports 
that Gov. Mario Cuomo is unde- 
cided on issuance of an executive 
order protecting lesbians and gays 
while considering closing the gay 
baths are disputed by gay activists 
here. 

Cuomo recently met for two 
hours with 60 religious leaders 
from around the state who pressed 
him to take anti-gay positions on 
both issues. One source, who 
asked to remain anonymous, 
claims that the governor got fed up 
with the meeting and walked out. 

Local newspapers, however, 
reported Cuomo as ‘‘very im- 
pressed’’ by some of the group’s 
arguments, and as saying he did 
not know if or when he would 
issue an executive order on gay 
rights. Cuomo promised the order 
when he spoke at a Fund for 
Human Dignity dinner here on 
May 16. The Fund is the fund- 
raising arm of the National Gay 
Task Force (NGTF). 

NGTF Executive Director Vir- 
ginia Apuzzo told GCN that 
Cuomo aides she contacted said 
the press reports were inaccurate, 
and that the governor never said he 
would not sign the order. 

“*The delay is absurd, that’s all I 
can say. It’s not a priority, or it 
would have been out already,’’ 
Apuzzo fumed. She said she ex- 
pected the order to be issued, but 
criticized Cuomo for not making a 
more definitive statement about 
his intentions. 

Peter Vogel, co-chair of the 
National Association of Lesbian 
and Gay Democratic Clubs, was 
more hopeful, predicting an issu- 
ance “‘within the next three to four 
weeks.’’ Vogel said the order 
probably would include the 
creation of a state task force on 
lesbian and gay rights, such as ex- 
ists in California, Pennsylvania, 
Wisconsin and Oregon. 

An aide to Gov. Cuomo told 
GCN that the executive order 
would be out by September and 
the delay was due to efforts to in- 
clude the creation of a task force. 
Peter Drago, the governor’s direc- 
tor of scheduling, added, ‘‘It’s my 
$ community, too. And I would be 
© the first one to make a statement 
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and a fuss’’ if an order protecting 


_gays and lesbians wasn’t forth- 


coming. 

However, Drago said the gover- 
nor would follow the advice of a 
pro-gay community advisory 
panel, which is still in formative 
stages, on any action taken on the 
baths. He added that considering 
action against gay baths was ‘‘a 
small concession on the governor’s 
part’’ to the conservative groups 
with which he met. 

NGTF and FARO (Federation 
of AIDS-Related Organizations, 
which includes groups such as the 
Gay Men’s Health Crisis) argue 
against closing the baths from two 
angles — first, as an assault on 
civil liberties and, second, as

course of the ‘‘automatic’’ review, 
the Judge Advocate General’s 
staff considered Newak’s original 
sentence ‘‘in light of similar types 
of crimes... [and] determined that 
perhaps this was a bit of a strong 
sentence for what she had done.”’ 

One additional effect of the 
reduction in Newak’s 
was to make her eligible for parole 
prompting her initial unsuccessful 
application to the Clemency and 
Parole Board. 

Newak has a civil suit pending 
against the Army, which, as the

authority in charge of the kt 
Leavenworth military — prison, 
prevented her from com- 


municating with members of the 
news media while incarcerated. 
That suit has been scheduled for 
trial on October 1. 

Newak’s parole lasts until June 
of 1985. Until that time, she re- 
tains her status as a second lieute- 
nant in the Air Foree on man- 
datory unpaid leave, according to 
Capt. Whitaker. Newak must 
report to a federal probation of- 
ficer, but has no restrictions on 
travel or work, Whitaker said.

unlikely to sexual 
behavior. 

Apuzzo called the attack on gay 
baths ‘‘sword-rattling by the 
radical right,’’ which would like to 
close down establishments without 
having any conclusive research on 
AIDS. 

‘*In the absence of any evidence, 
they would next try to close down 
gay restaurants and gay bars,”’ 
Apuzzo warned, ‘‘and begin to 
push us further and further away 
from our own institutions. What 
then could they say about a com- 
munity center? They could say the 
gathering of gay people anywhere 
is a health hazard. We can do the 
best health education for our own 
community,’’ Apuzzo said.

Goes Forward

BOSTON — A lesbian suing the 
Christian Science Monitor after 
being fired from her job because 
of her ‘‘immorality’’, will have her 
day in court, a Suffolk County 
Superior Court judge ruled. 

On August 19, two days after a 
motions hearing, Judge George N. 
Asack denied the Church of 
Christ, Scientist’s motion for dis- 
missal and summary judgment, 
finding enough material fact to 
warrant a trial in Christine 
Madsen’s one million dollar law- 
suit against her former employers. 
The judge issued no opinion on the 
suit, allowing courts to consider 
questions of an individual’s right 
to privacy within a religious in- 
stitution. 

Madsen was fired in March 
1982, after working seven years as 
a reporter at The Monitor, when 
she refused to ‘‘heal’’ herself of 
her lesbianism. Her lawsuit, filed 
this past December, claims that the 
Church, the Christian Science 
Publishing Society, the Board of 
Directors, and several other ex- 
ecutives of the Church and news- 
paper violated her constitutional 
rights to privacy and freedom of 


association. The suit, which also 
seeks Madsen’s reinstatement, 
charges defamation of character, 
bad faith termination of employ- 
ment, and questions the Board of 
Directors’ actions in interpreting 
church doctrine. 

A gay man, Jim Ogan, had also 
been fired form his executive posi- 
tion at the Mother Church, the 
world headquarters of Christian 
Science, one month after Madsen. 
The church had lost its motion for 
dismissal at a similar hearing in 
November, and Ogan’s case is now 
awaiting trial. 

Madsen’s attorney Katherine 
Triantafillou left the court with a 
quotation from Mary Baker Eddy: 
‘‘In olden times it was the 
Amazons who conquered the in- 
vincibles, and we must look now to 
their daughters to overcome our 
own allied armies of evil and to 
save us from ourselves.”’ 

No trial date has been set. Dona- 
tions of time or money to help with 
legal expenses are welcome at the 
Madsen Legal Fund, Box 314, 
New Town Post Office Branch, 
Boston, MA 02258.

Hepatitis, Health and the Hard-Sell 


That any sane nation, having observed that you could pro- 
vide for the supply of bread by giving bakers a pecuniary 
interest in baking for you, should go on to give a surgeon a 
pecuniary interest in cutting off your leg, is enough to 
make one despair of political humanity. 

— George Bernard Shaw, ‘‘A Preface on Doctors’”’ 


Great advances have been made in medicine since George Ber- 
nard Shaw wrote those words in 1906, but one fundamental fact 
about health remains unaltered: the medical industry, like all in- 
dustry in capitalist society, has profit for its motive. So when an 
organization calling itself the American Liver Foundation placed 
full-page advertisements last November in GCN and other gay 
newspapers around the country, we were skeptical. The advertise- 
ments, which offered information on hepatitis B, urged gay men, as 
a high-risk group, to avail themselves of a new vaccine against the 
disease. How odd, we thought, that a medical establishment which 
invented the disease ‘‘Shomosexuality’’ while ignoring the health 
problems of gay people should take a sudden altruistic interest in 
helping to combat a particular disease transmitted sexually among 
gay men. 

It was not long before the American Liver Foundation showed 
its hand in a press release to newspapers running the ad. The expen- 
sive task of reaching the gay community with news of the new drug 
would be accomplished with the aid of a generous grant from 
Merck, Sharpe & Dohme, a pharmaceutical firm which, as exclusive 
manufacturer of Heptavax-B, stands to receive a healthy reward for 
its ingenuity in developing the $115-a-dose vaccine. 

Meanwhile, concern over a new disease affecting gay men over- 
shadowed the debut of the vaccine. Not only did AIDS, with its air 
of mystery and its higher mortality rate, seem to present a more 
pressing health problem, but some gay men, probably realizing that 
the hepatitis B vaccine was manufactured from the blood of the very 
same men who seem to be at high risk of contracting AIDS, appar- 
ently chose to play it safe by not having themselves vaccinated. 
Others, we assume, could not afford, or did not want to pay, the 
high price of the vaccine. 

The American Liver Foundation recently ordered new, full- 
page advertisements for the hepatitis B vaccine in gay newspapers 
around the country, including GCN. But after reviewing the copy 
for the ad [reprinted here], and after much discussion amongst 
ourselves, we agreed that this ad should not run in GCN. 

‘*He took the chance of getting hepatitis B — and lost,’’ reads 
the largest type in the ad. What chance? Having sex? Being gay? Or 
simply neglecting to be vaccinated? The ambiguity in the headline 
plays into homophobia, guilt about sex, and _ self-oppression, 
blaming the victims for the disease. And to emphasize the warning, 
the ad features a gruesome illustration of the man who took ‘‘the 
chance’’; he lies, unconscious, in a hospital bed, connected to the 
machines that keep him alive, another bad homosexual who can be 
cured by the good doctor. 

Gay men don’t cause hepatitis B; a virus does. Yet where gay 
men get blamed for the disease, only the virus gets treated. In an 
article in the November 7, 1981 issue of GCN, Dan Pfeffer, a gay 
medical student with chronic hepatitis, wrote of the isolation and 


depression he felt upon discovering his illness, and the guilt and self-' 


hate, caused by years of oppression, which surfaced along with his 
diagnosis. 

“The failure of traditional medicine in treating gay people,” 
Pfeffer wrote, ‘‘has been the inability to recognize that gay people 
are not merely repositories for certain diseases, but that we are rea/ 
people with special needs and special support systems. Our health 
problems cannot be solved by shots of penicillin or bedrest. We live 
in a culture that oppresses us and places stresses on us that are rele- 
vant to our health care and well-being.”’ 

We’re thankful that a new vaccine has been developed to com- 
bat hepatitis B, and we want to urge a// gay men, in spite of the 
misgivings we’ve expressed about the marketing of the vaccine, to 
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HE TOOK THE CHANCE OF GETTING HEPATITIS B— 
AND LOST.

visit a doctor, a gay clinic or a community health center and get 
themselves vaccinated. From what we understand, there is no 
chance of contracting AIDS from the vaccine, and there appears to 
be no correlation between those who have AIDS and those who have 
received the vaccine. On the other hand, 5,000 people die annually 
from hepatitis B. As of yet, there is no specific preventative or cure 
for AIDS. But hepatitis B continues to kill five times as many people 
each year as have ever died of AIDS, even though we already have a 
vaccine. 

As an alternative to the American Liver Foundation’s 
advertisement, GCN will run its own public service ads, stressing the 
importance of the hepatitis B vaccine. We would welcome any 
contributions our readers can offer to help defray the cost of these 
ads, but we especially want to encourage those readers who can to 
make donations to their local non-profit gay clinics and community 
health centers, so that those who cannot afford to help capitalize the 
medical industry can still receive the expensive vaccine. 

‘All that can be said for medical popularity,’’ wrote George 
Bernard Shaw in the essay quoted above, ‘‘is that until there is a 
practicable alternative to blind trust in the doctor, the truth about 
the doctor is so terrible that we dare not face it.’’ By urging gay men 
to get the hepatitis B vaccine, we are indeed advocating a sort of 
informed blind trust in our own doctors. But at the same time, we 
don’t want to ignore the terrible truth about the doctor. Despite all 
its high-minded talk about healing the sick, the medical industry is 
out to make a buck, and it will not stop short of strong-arm adver- 
tising and the exploitation of our oppression to sell us a product 
everyone deserves to have for free: our health. 


In Boston, the hepatitis B vaccine is available at the Fenway 
Community Health Center, which maintains a fund to provide 
grants and loans to those who cannot afford the vaccine. For more

Dear GCN: 

I’ve been feeling a bit demoralized lately. While 
there are many things I love about the Boston 
area, its racism and ethnic provincialism get me 
down. On a recent vacation to Ogunquit, Maine 
—aplace | also generally like — I was confronted 
each day by its all-whiteness. | wanted to scream. 
I like that Ogunquit is close by, that it has a nice 
beach, that going there avoids the traffic jams of 
going to P*town. But I hate that it is almost en- 
tirely white. 

But that is not my only problem lately. In the 
name of the Boston gay/lesbian community, the 
Boston Lesbian and Gay Political Alliance en- 
dorsed a white moderate for mayor of Boston, in- 
stead of Mel King, a black progressive who has 
been supportive of gay rights, abortion rights, 
women’s rights for ages (for ever?). BLGPA also 
failed to endorse the only progressive openly gay 
candidate in the district city council elections. 
You start to think the whole world has gone 
crazy, but then you realize it has been like this for 
quite some time. 

Walking down the street today I saw the Herald 
headline: ‘‘The Price of Peace.’’ An interesting 
way to report on the killings of two marines in the 
Lebanese WAR. 

Then I picked up the G/obe. All the usual crap 
was there — and then an article on the new Red 
Line of the MBTA caught my eye. Maybe they 
would report on when it would be finished. No. 
Instead, it is an article desciibing a controversy 
over the new Harvard Square station. Its opening 
has been delayed because it is not wheelchair ac- 
cessible and the MBTA has not met its obligations 
to provide for handicapped people. The new sta- 
tion was to open at the same time that an older 
temporary station that is wheelchair accessible 
was to close. Reading this over lunch I was both 
completely stunned and not at all surprised that 
they had just built a brand new T station that was 
not wheelchair accessible. 

The way people drive in this city you would 
think everyone would be profoundly aware of 
how easy it would be to make the transition from 
**able-bodied’’ to ‘‘disabled’’ (a word I personal- 
ly prefer to ‘‘physically-challenged,’’ which I 
think hides the real current-day reality of disabled 
people). You would think that at some point peo- 

_ple would realize that to be disabled needn’t be 
such a big deal, nee@n’t be such a burden or prob- 


___ lem if only the world was set up to accommodate 


those of us who are disabled. But then again, 
many people do realize this. It is our government 
and the corporations that do not care. This little 
example — of inaccessibility — seems to me to 
capture what is wrong with this country — this 
culture. It is an example of just one of hundreds 
of thousands of decisions that get made each day 
based on corporate profits and not real live 
human needs. 

Then I picked up GCN and I still wondered if I 
was crazy. In the introduction to the interview 
with Ginny Apuzzo on the National Gay Task 
Force I read that NGTF spearheaded ‘‘successful 
projects [such] as the 1973 American Psychiatric 
Association decision to declassify homosexuality 
as asickness....’’ I’m not sure why anyone would 
necessarily want to claim credit for the changes in

Dear Editors: 

Most of the letters and pieces which have dealt 
with ‘‘incorrect’’ sexualities have fallen into 
one of two camps: ‘‘Get your Victorian left-brain 
politics off of my fantasies!’’ vs. ‘‘Fantasy does 
not exist in a vacuum; we need to analyze its ori- 
gins and material effects.’ The only help I’ve re- 
ceived in sorting out the truth of either of these 
general views has been from Will Durant (‘‘Intel- 
lect is simply the rationalization of desire’’) and 
Lisa Orlando (Village Voice review of Coming 
to Power and Against Sadomasochism, July 
26, 1983). 

Our plurality is a strength, not a weakness, if 
we focus on why we’re here as a movement: to 
challenge heterosexism. How can I know who / 
am in a given preference spectrum unless I know 
who you are? I need to hear your truth to evaluate 
my own pro-choice options. 

Ironically, the New Right, supposedly the 
watchdog of individual freedom, is often so 
threatened by our free choices. And our choices 
were made after uphill struggles against years of 
their brainwashing! Intolerance is often a symp- 
tom of insecurity, even envy, whether from Right 
or Left. What separated Edith Bunker from Archie 
Bunker was Edith’s love and acceptance of people 
who had made other choices. In one episode, she 
befriended a transvestite; it was obvious that she 
wasn’t threatened because (for whatever unfath- 
omable reasons) she was happy with Archie. 

Back within our own community, we can all 

. “be one of’’—not the ‘‘best’’ or ‘‘worst’’ person 
in the movement. Then we can be in it for the long 
haul. Otherwise, we waste valuable energy sub- 
scribing to the People magazine school of 
thought: ‘‘emotions and personal preferences 
count; not what you contribute, or how humanely 


the APA — since I still don’t think we can trust 
most psychiatrists anyway — but my own 
memories lead me to recall that a grassroots move- 
ment of radical gay activists (not NGTF) brought 
about that change — by disrupting and raising 
hell at various meetings of the APA. 

The 1973 meeting, I believe, was in Detroit, and 
1 was there demonstrating. My recollection was 
they had already made their initial change from 
homosexuality as a sickness to something less of- 
fensive — or maybe they were just ratifying it. 
But we were there protesting that the change was 
not enough. Bruce Voeller (NGTF) spent his time 
trying to calm us down, keep us quiet, keep us 
from making too many waves and ‘‘blowing the 
whole thing.’? NGTF has done some things well, 
and some things very badly. It has never been a 
grassroots bottom-up democratically-run organi- 
zation. It has never been at the forefront of the 
radical gay movement. And in 1973 it did not 
“‘spearhead’’ the change that came about in the 
APA. I’m sure they had a role to play in the 
change, but let’s give credit where credit is due. 
The grassroots radical gay movement brought 
about many changes — and our persistent attack 
on the APA and our growing strength as a move- 
ment, and the APA’s own self-interest in not los- 
ing too many clients, brought about the change. 

Life goes on. . .some days more alienating than 
others. | am reminded constantly how at odds | 
live with mainstream culture. My favorite TV 
program, Lou Grant, was taken off the air. I’ve 
made do on Monday nights watching Cagney and 
Lacey, a women’s cop show that is really a lot 
more than that. But that show too is being taken 
off the air. 

Each day my own sense of humanity and justice 
is outraged in small and big ways. Walking 
around takes a lot of energy. Each day | ward off 
the lrostile stares of strangers as I trudge to work 
in one of my numerous GCN T-shirts. Each time I 
walk into a women’s room I take a deep breath 
and hope no one screams that I am in the wrong 
room. (It happens.) 

lam at times alienated from my own subculture 
as well — when | read that mothers with boy 
children have to camp separately at music 
festivals and the boys can’t come to the concerts, 
1 feel moral outrage. How can we treat our 
children that way, or their mothers? 

And | sit and wonder how much of the next 
year and a half will be taken up being bored to 
death watching Mondale or Glenn run against 
Ronald Reagan. Why not just flip a coin and put 
all the money saved on the campaign into human 
services?....

Dear Editor: 

A recent GCN article outlining some of the 
discrepancies between GRNL and NGTF funding 
requests for AIDS efforts might have left readers 
with an incorrect impression of the criticisms I 
have aired about Endean. 

The article reported that one of the criticisms I 
made was that Endean was on vacation when the 
House appropriations subcommittee marked up 
its bill for fiscal 1984 health efforts, including the 
AIDS programs. Endean was not on vacation the 
day of that mark-up; he was on vacation for near- 
ly two weeks preceding that closed-door session, 
when all the work was done in preparation for a 
reasonable budget request. Various congressional 
staffers met at least three times to try to hammer 


out an AIDS budget proposal, with NGTF’s Jeff 


Levi and GRNL’s Bart Church in attendance, En- 
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dean himself, however, was unavailable; his re- 
turn in time for the mark-up session was mean- 
ingless, since he was unable to either attend or 
reach either the congressmen or staffers in that 
meeting to request higher funding levels. My ac- 
tual comment was that Endean was on vacation 
when the work on the AIDS budget was being 
done; it is perhaps understandable that: your 
reporter took that to mean the day of mark-up, 
which is one of the readily identifiable events in- 
volved in moving the AIDS budget through Con- 
gress.

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A case in point is the very odd 
juxtaposition of two gay items 
which showed up on the six 
o’clock news on Channel 4 (WBZ- 
TV) in recent days. One item, a 
“‘commentary”’ by John Henning 
that ripped into Gerry Studds for 
not being contrite and breaking 
down in tears like Daniel Crane, 
was such a reactionary crock that 
I ran to the phone to voice my dis- 
gust. The second news story, con- 
cerning the threats to the lesbian 
community of Northampton, 
Massachusetts, was so well done 
that I hope you all saw it (and 
write to the news department at 
WBZ). 

Why do we often get uneven 
coverage of gay news? Part of the 
answer lies in the fact that TV is a 
collective medium, the end prod- 
uct being made up of the work of 
many individuals. But we all 
should know by now that in this 
case collective does not mean a 
non-hierarchical democratic form 
of organization. In fact, television 
is perhaps one of the most hierar- 
chical of all newer industries. TV 
thrives on a very sharply defined 
chain of command that flows 
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from executive management down 
to the peons who pull cables and 
push buttons on command. 
Kicks and Kudos 

On Thursday, July 22, WBZ’s 
specialist on local news coverage, 
John Henning, delivered a blister- 
ing attack on Congressman Gerry 
Studds. The piece was labeled 
“‘commentary’”’ and directly fol- 
lowed the report on the previous 
day’s motion to censure Studds 
and Representative Daniel Crane 
for sexual misconduct. Henning’s 
attitude and tone during the com- 
mentary were extremely combat- 
ive. He stated that he was upset by 
the whole matter and that he was 





press conference in his home 
town, with the angry-looking wife 
watching while he broke down in 
tears. Congressman Studds didn’t 
make a teary-eyed, blubbering 
speech to the House of Represen- 
tatives like Mr. Crane—he’d 
already made his eloquent speech’ 
to the House the week before and 
had not shed one tear in shame 
and anguish. What seems to have 
disturbed Mr. Henning most, as 
well as those in the press and Con- 
gress who were howling for blood, 
was that Gerry Studds had faced 
the challenge with his pride and 
dignity intact.

not at all pleased with Studds’ 
response to the censure. While 
stating that he did not believe 
Studds should resign or that he 
should have been expelled, Hen- 
ning stressed that Studds’ own 
attitude seemed arrogant and un- 
repentant. Henning also admitted 
that Studds had said that he real- 
ized his error in judgment and was 
very sorry—but he didn’t seem to 
feel that was enough. 

If all this sounds familiar, it was 
almost identical to the line of rea- 
soning used by those conservatives 
in Congress who tried to have 
Studds expelled. You see, Con- 


gressman Studds had not called a _ 


these commentary spots for a 
short time now, and few of them 
have been quite so sour in tone. 
Henning is probably the most con- 
servative figure working at WBZ- 
TV and is thereby the worst choice 
for a commentator. WBZ regular- 
ly uses editorial spots to express 
the station management’s views 
on pending legislation, public 
interest issues, or other items of 
general interest.

We hear much of the prejudice 
experienced in ‘‘free’’ society by 
the gay and lesbian community 
and some lip service is paid to the 
double oppression of gay persons 
in prison. But seldom do we hear 
specifics of the horrors that 
abound in the jungle behind the 
walls. Many books have been writ- 
ten on the unjustices of prison, but 
all too many ignore the plight of 
the gay, who also must survive; 
and most reflect the homophobia 
that abounds ‘“‘inside’’ — (Jn the 
Belly of the Beast, the Jack Abbott- 
Normal Mailer collaboration is a 
‘recent example.) To combat this 
vagueness, I offer the following: 

I know. a young gay man who 
was a federal offender on parole. 
He had the misfortune to have his 
parole violated for being outside 
the limits of his parole district, not 
much of a crime when viewed from 
the perspective that all law 
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enforcement is meant to protect 
society from the ravages of crime. 
The great wheels of justice began 
to turn and the young man was re- 
turned to the prison from which he 
had been paroled. Once there, the 
horror began. 

Rather confident of his re- 
parole, since he had violated no 
laws, this somewhat effeminate yet 
strong-willed fellow began the pro- 
cess of settling into the routines of 
prison as inconspicuously as possi- 
ble. A few short days later he 
found himself alone in a remote 
bathroom, minding his own 
business. When he was confronted 
by another prisoner who demand- 
ed, among other things, that he 
submit to sexual abuse, he was 
horror-struck and not a little 
outraged. By necessity his refusal 
eventually became physical and 
this 5'11” faggot left the 6'3” 
straight lying on the floor nursing 
some rather sore testicles. 


A blow for freedom, a state- 
ment of revolt against the continu- 
ing abuse of gays who refuse to 
knuckle under to the self-styled 
*‘macho-men’’ who really run the 
prisons? No, for this man it was a 
disaster — the attacker died from 
the wound and the victim of an at- 
tempted rape-assault found 
himself charged with first degree 
murder. The trial was a mockery: 
the gay man claimed self-defense 
(justifiably, based on the facts); 
the US attorney tried the man for 
his sexual orientation — (One ques- 
tion among many asked during the 
trial: ‘‘Do you play the male or the

Strike a blow for dignity, fight 
back against rape! Right? Wrong! 
Later than evening, the straight 
would-be rapist returned with a 
knife to teach the impudent fag 
what the rules were. This second 
confrontation became alarmingly 
serious and the gay, against all in- 
stinct and desire, ended up in a 
fight for his life simply because he 
refused to be coerced into sexual 
submission. The end of the fight 
occurred when the gay wrested 
away the knife with which the 
straight was trying to stab him, 
and in reflexive defense stabbed 
the attacker — one time. (Itself 
unusual in the history of prison 
stabbings.) 


female role in bed?’’) — the in- 
ference being that if you are gay it 
is alright to assault or rape you, 
but it is not alright to defend your- 
self. 

However, the jury was con- 
fronted with a defendant who was 
actually proud of his gayness 
(quite a shock. in southern 
Missouri), who had no_ prior 
history of violence, and who had 
inflicted only one wound — itself 
indicating a lack of real malice. 
They found the man guilty of 
murder with provocation (second 
degree murder) because, in the 
words of the jury foreman, ‘‘We 
couldn’t just let him kill someone 
with no punishment.’’

press interview after the trial.) 
What that, or the sexual orienta- 
tion of the defendant, had to do 


with the right of the individual to: 


defend himself against personal at- 
tack has never been established. 
The gay man was given a 20-year 
sentence, which was later reduced 
to 15 years because of his lack of a 
violent history. At once he was 
sent to the most represive prison in 
this country, the infamous Marion 
Federal Penitentiary. At about the 
same time, Dan White received 
seven years for killing two people 
— even though at least one of the 
Moscone/Milk murders was 
deliberate and premeditated. This 
man will soon appear before the 
Parole Commission, but what 
good will that do with Reagan’s 
new parole guidelines on violent 
crime. (Ironically even this man 
admits that these new guidelines 
are understandable in view of the 
terrorization of the citizenry by 
outright wanton violence on many 
city streets.) Additionally, it is ap- 
parently of no consequence that 
this man was the victim of a crime: 
when he was attacked the first 
time; when he was attacked the se- 


cond time; and he is stilla victim of 


this crime every day he sits in 
prison!. 

There is also an element of be- 
trayal in this story: the Lambda 
Legal Defense Fund refused any 








aid in this case; personal appeals to 
David Goodstein, publisher of the 
Advocate, for publication of the 
case were ignored and went un- 
answered; every appeal to every 
gay organization was denied or 
met with silence. Quite a shock to 
someone who believed deeply in 
the ‘‘movement’’; who answered 
phones, etc, for countless gay 
groups in San Francisco (this 
man’s home); who helped package 
food for the People in Need pro- 
gram in the old SLA days; a con- 
tributor to everything from the old 
Society for Individual Rights to 
the Lavendar Panthers. Taken 
together with the personal calami- 
ty of dealing with the guilt unaided 
by psychological help, the night- 
mares and the depression that re- 
sulted from the knowledge that 
another human being was dead at 
his hands (albeit an animal and a 
savage), it is a wonder that a 
breakdown did not occur. It was 
barely avoided thanks to the re- 
solve to go on and continue to 
grow that this man has. 
Remember that | said he was 
strong-willed. Well, he is. Or | 
should say: / ai. 
It took a while for me to reach 
out to the organized gay communi-

Being a lesbian or gay man is an act of non-violent direct action, an act of civil disobedience 
in many parts of this country and around the world. We live our lives in direct contradiction 
to the laws and customs that forbid two people of one gender to look at each other as central 
sources of excitement and gratification. By refusing to hide our intimate truth, we ‘‘foster a 
tension” within the heterosexual world which has ‘constantly refused to negotiate’” new con- 
cepts of gender and sex relations. The gay liberation movement has succeeded in ‘‘dramatiz- 
ing the issue so that it can no longer be ignored.” 


Lesbians have joined the Women’s Peace En- 
campment to use non-violent direct action to dra- 
matize their awareness of the threat posed by the 
nuclear weapons stored at the Seneca Army Depot. 
We want to show that women oppose these 
weapons and all violence, that our feelings are so 
strong that we will put our bodies at risk in order to 
make the most powerful statement possible. We 
don’t go as commando saboteurs to wrest the 
weapons away from their guards. We have agreed 
that only by maintaining a discipline of complete 
renunciation of physical agression can we effectively 
demonstrate our opposition to all the violence that 
confines our lives. 

At Seneca, because many of us are lesbians, our 
lives have been violated to a much greater degree 


than a mixed group of protestors would have ex- , 


perienced. The countless taunts of ‘‘dykes,’’ ‘‘lez- 
zies,’’ and ‘‘queers’’ thrown from cars driving past 
our land have shown us that the local community 
feels our presence deeply. They cannot ignore us. 
And when we hear ‘‘pinko’’ and ‘‘commie’’ we 
know that the locals understand the degree of 
change we feel is neccessary to finally gut the 
military mentality that strangles this country. 
Because we challenge and engage the local com- 
munity to that greater degree, | believe our action 
will have a more profound impact than protests 
focussing simply on peace or the nuclear freeze. 
Our message, voiced very simply in one of our 
songs, goes to the complex core of feminist non- 
violence: personal anger within a discipline of re- 
spect: ‘‘We are gentle, angry women and we are 
fighting, fighting for our lives.”’

It is Our anger that engages the local people and 
finally it is the discipline of our gentleness that seems 
to be persuading some of them that our anger is just. 
That we have refused to answer taunt for taunt has 
impressed them. And they have been impressed by 
our complicated mutual self-respect, that we haven't 
tried to trivialize our differences of age and 
‘lifestyle,’ that we’ve stood together in apprecia- 
tion of our different attitudes and strategies. That we 
have come together clearly to take support with 
each other so that we might go on to talk with hostile 
people about our strongest fears and desires, has 
made them think twice about their judgments of us 
as frivolous or merely strange. For the women who 
had worn the ‘‘nuke the bitches’ t-shirts and 
screamed at us, it must have been an immense, dif- 
ficult decision to come to the women of the camp in 
pained self-awareness on the anniversary of the 
bombing of Hiroshima, to apologize for their hostili- 
ty and to offer their help in communicating with 
their still-hostile neighbors. That we are all women 
had to be central to that radical change. 

In our lesbian and feminist lives we say that men 
must change before we will include them fully in our 
lives. By choosing to exclude men from the encamp- 
ment, the organizing women asserted a connection 
between the sexist behavior of individual men and 
the patriarchal behavior of the American military. 
The camp’s separatism is the most powerful illustra- 
tion of its feminist analysis but it is not much better 
understood in the peace movement than it is in 
downtown Romulus. 

There is a long history of women organizing for 
peace in separate, all women groups. Increasingly in 
the last few years, the peace movement has been 
prodded to recognize the anger and insight of a 
specifically feminist anti-militarist analysis which 
challenges the naturalist ‘“woman as mother/earth 
mother/pro-freeze’’ image promoted by Helen 


Caldicott and other non-feminist female peace ac- 
tivists. Third World groups are likewise prompting 
the peace movement to overcome its racist and 
middle-class bias to join with a progressive move- 
ment that seeks international justice as well as the 
cessation of warfare. 

Feminist anti-militarists have also. pushed the 
feminist movement to recognize that the military's 
domination of the domestic budget and its perpetua-

tion of a system of dominance and hierarchy around 
the globe is anti-female in practice and philosophy. 
The anti-militarists remind feminists involved in 
fighting aspects of patriarchal violence such as rape, 


~ job discrimination, medical mistreatment, etc., of 


the fundamental problem of patriarchal thought, by 
way of its most impressive product: nuclear warfare. 

The massive weight of the nuclear threat has swell- 
ed the ranks of the peace movement. Feminists join- 
ing the peace movement have been able to wield 
significant degrees of power within some peace 
coalitions, because we have spent the last 15 years 
building networks. Women-only actions at the Pen- 
tagon, at Greenham Common in England and 
around the world have brought new emphasis to 
participatory protests without speakers, but with am- 
ple creativity and humor and radical action, in the 
form of civil disobedience. 

The Greenham Common Women’s Peace Camp 
had demonstrated, if nothing else, the tenancity of 
women committed to physical survival and the 
political muscle that can be flexed when 40,000 
women show up to say ‘‘no’’ to more U.S. weapons 
in their country. The Greenham camp has become 
an inspiration to the more radical members of the 
peace community across Europe. It is clearly seen as 
a foremother of the Seneca encampment. 


In every women-only demonstration, sexism is an 
inherent, if not overt, object of protest. In mixed 


demonstrations men are still too often assumed to’ 


be the leaders while women end up running errands 
and coordinating everything backstage. Women- 
only actions demonstrate that we can mobilize our- 
selves and speak for ourselves and wield our collec- 
tive power with effective, even revolutionary results. 

Within the peace movement, it is especially im- 
portant for women to speak as one of the groups that 
are cut off from the white, male ideology and struc- 
ture that plans strategies and allocates funds for war- 
making. And because women’s economic power is 
so small, we are the hardest hit when social pro- 
grams are cut for military spending. Women have an 
obligation to expose the lie of the ‘‘little wife’’ who 
needs security from the rapacious invaders. As 
American lesbians, we know that living under the 
world’s biggest nuclear power contributes nothing 
to our security. It only brings us the condemnation 
of all peace and justice loving people worldwide and 
the privilege of greater proximity to complete an- 
nihilation in the climax of the super power’s stupidity. 

Separatism within the peace movement is seen as 
divisive, but the fact is that the divisions already ex- 
ist. For feminists not to put forward a feminist 
analysis of militarism is comparable to black activists 
not speaking about the draft’s disproportionate ef- 
fects on people of color and the poor of all races. For 
lesbians to pass as merely ‘‘peaceniks’’ in Seneca 
County would require a change in appearance and

behavior on the scale of making a black revolution- 
ary invisible at Harvard. Why would anyone suggest 
we try to be quiet when so much provocative think- 
ing comes from our being open about who we are 
One of the strongest principles of nonviolence i: 
honesty — about who we are and what we think 
and about our ‘‘opponent,’’ who she is and what 
she thinks. In Seneca County we lesbians who came 
out within the assumption of lesbian separatism 
have had to listen to heterosexual women who fel 
“left out’’ and angry at our exclusiveness. When 
faced with angry townspeople we have had t 
choose between turning into our supportive circl 
or reaching out to confront their anger with the 
force of our vision. We must have the option of a 
circles, but if we are going to make change happe 
we must also learn to face other people’s anger. 
Seneca County has seen peace demonstrations 
many times before but they never had to deal with a 
women-only encampment talking about peace and 
justice all summer long. They are angry that we are 
taking up so much space in their corner of the world 
and they are angry that we don’t accept one of the 
most basic assumptions in their lives: that nes 










belong at home, or at least within the confines o 
assumed heterosexuality. 

Not having men with us has raised the level of out- 
rage in the local community. Men who had sacrific- 
ed years of their lives as soldiers protecting the 
“women at home’’ have had to confront women 
telling them we didn’t want their protection in the 
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would have been totally obscured. The mer 
physical strength of pro-peace men woul ve 
made it emotionally easier for the local men to 
unleash the violence that was held somewhat at bay 
because we were ‘‘only’’ women and therefore too 
vulnerable or not threatening enough to attack 
physically. A non-violent direct action by men alone 
would challenge violent men in the opposition to 
see their violence more clearly without the 
heterosexual smokescreen that lets them occasional- 
ly react-more violently to men than to women in- 
volved in the same action. 

Dykebaiting was one of the most popular tactics of 
our local harrassers and it provided quite a test of 
our non-violent commitment.

Dancing with Gay Folk

The place is a third-floor room in  Phillips- 
Brooks House at Harvard University. People are 
clearing the long wooden floor of metal chairs 
and aman is checking a tape recorder to make 
sure the tape is beginning at the correct spot. 
The atmosphere seems comfortable and relax- 
ed. Someone is taking off their shoes and 
others are chatting in one corner of this high- 
ceilinged room. Then the leader calls for the 
group’s attention and starts to explain about 
the first dance of the evening. Thus begins 
another get-together of the Lesbian and Gay 
Folkdancing group (LGF). 


It all began in the spring of 1977 when aman 
named Howard Perry had the desire to do some 
folkdancing with other gay men and lesbians. 
He took out aclassified in GCN announcing his 
idea and a few others joined him in organizing 
the group. The first meeting, which about 10 
people attended, was held at the Gay Men’s 
Center in Boston’s Kenmore Square. When the 
Center folded later that summer, a search com- 
mittee was formed to locate a permanent 
space. For two or three months the group 
folkdanced at the bar Somewhere before hours. 
Then in the fall of 1977 they were permitted ac- 
cess to Harvard University facilities by aligning 
themselves as a sub-group of the Harvard- 
Radcliff Gay and Lesbian Student Association. 


Dee Michel, one of the group’s founders, 
stated that the original purpose was to 
establish a place where people who were fairly 
proficient in the art of folkdancing could dance 
in a safe and non-threatening environment. 
Since that time, however, the concept has 
changed to include people who are at every 
level of folkdancing ability — especially begin- 
ners. People who have never folkdanced in their 
lives would feel right at home. 

The group is structured fairly loosely. There 


SRI REE nse people who alternate in 
eading the dances, usually one leader on a par-

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ticular evening. They are in charge of bringing 
the tape recorder and tapes and they choose 
which dances are to be taught. Anywhere from 
eight to 20 people attend each get-together. 


Once or twice a year a special event is held at 
other locations (sometimes out of doors) and 
on occasion live music is provided. Once a 
Balkan folkmusic group performed and another 
time a Swedish fiddler got the group dancing to 
the tunes of his violin. 


The dances that are chosen come from all 
over the world: Eastern and Western Europe, 
Asia, Africa, Central and South America, the 
Middle East, and North America. For those of

you who still tremble when recalling the time 
when you were chosen last for the sports teams 
in junior high school P.E. class, have no fear. 
Most of the dances are in a line or circle forma- 
tion and you don’t have to worry about picking 
a partner. You get one automatically simply by 
counting off. 


That’s one of the great things about folk- 
dancing; essentially, all are sharing the ex- 
perience together. According to Dee Michel, 
“The feeling is like the one you get when join- 
ing in on a barn raising — a powerful, magical, 
communal spirit develops.” 


That feeling is echoed by Lynne, who is a 
steady member of the group. “‘l will go to the 
group even if I’m the only woman. It sure is nice 
not having to deal with that whole hetero 
scene.” From 25 to 50 percent of LGF members 
are women and Lynne encourages more women 
to come and dance. 
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A few members occasionally attend some of 
the more traditional folkdancing groups in the 
area (for instance Sunday evening at MIT). Dee 
states that because of the support they give 
one another, LGF members dance together at 
these other groups in same-sex couples. Says 
Dee, ‘‘There usually isn’t much of a reaction — 
no hostility, but they are usually ‘cool’ or 
‘liberal’.”’ 


There are a few folkdancing purists who 
charge that same-sex couples jeopardize the 
integrity of the dance because the roles are so 
clearly defined along male-female lines. Henry, 
one of the LGF leaders, counters this criticism 
by stating, ‘It’s fun to alternate and learn both 
roles. Besides, we aren’t in a small village in 
Bulgaria and we aren’t wearing five pounds of 
petticoats.” 


People attend LGF get-togethers for the 
sheer pleasure of it. You don’t have to know 
anything about folkdancing and you don’t have 
to be from Yugoslavia to join in on the fun.

July 4: The Women’s Encampment for a Future 
of Peace and Justice officially opens. Hundreds of 
‘women attend a blessing of the land by a Native 
American woman and march to the Seneca Army 
Depot to deliver demands that the Depot be con- 
pesed to peaceful purposes. 
ve an already developed over the

including some handmade U.S. flags. Local veter- 
ans groups give flags to residents to fly in protest 
of the camp. 

July 4-29: Fifteen hundred to 2000 women visit 
‘the camp, most just for a weekend, others for un- 
limited stays. Religious services, theatrics, silent 
vigils are held daily at the main gait of the Depot. 
Local people gather most evenings across the road 
to watch, wave flags, sing patriotic songs and taunt 
‘women: “Pinko dykes should camp with their 
comrades in Moscow.”’ One hundred-fifty 
women are arrested in a variety of civil disobe- 
dience actions, from crossing the Depot boundary 
line in solitary witness, to climbing the Depot 
water tower and changing its motto from ‘‘mission 
first, people always,’’ to ‘‘people always.”’ 

July 30: Seventy-five women begin to march 
from Seneca Falls to the Encampment to com- 
-memorate the local area’s history of women’s ac- 
tivism. (Seneca Falls was the site of the 1848 
Women’s Right's Convention.) In the town of 
Waterloo, 300 angry local residents block the 
women’s passage. The crowd's chants include, 
“Nuke the lezzies,’’ ‘Kill the Jews,’’ and ‘‘Go 
home, commies.’’ The Sheriff's deputies are 
unable or unwilling to clear the road. Six women 
refuse to take the Sheriff's suggestion of re-routing. 
Others sit with them in an attempt to diffuse the 
crowd’s violence and to demand that they be 
allowed to continue on their route. The Sheriff ar- 
rests 54 women, including a supportive Waterloo 
resident, and two or three local men. The women 
are eventually taken to a make-shift jail in In- 
terlaken Junion High School. 

July 31: The camp considers a moratorium on 
actions tor the day. Some question whether it’s 
safe to go ahead with plans for the mass 
demonstration the next day. 

Camp women vigiling outside Interlaken school 
are chased away by flag-waving townspeople as 
local sheriff's deputies stand aside. Gov. Cuomo 
declares a ‘‘state of emergency” after lobbying by 
Bella Abzug. This allows for state police and 
sheriff's deputies to be brought in from other 
counties. 

Aug. 1: Two thousand women gather at Samp- 
son State Park on the other side of the Depot from 
the camp and walk two miles to the Depot's ex- 
plosives entrance. One hundred-fifty local counter- 
demonstrators decide not to block the women’s 
access to the gate. Among the anti-woman signs, 
one reads, ‘Traitors to America and womanhood, 





















go home.”’ Amother 100 locals watch in support or 
nonaligned curiosity. Supportive men provide 
childcare, deliver food and drive vans for women 
who do not walk. 

At the gate the fence is decorated with banners, 
balloons, cardboard missles and other symbols of 
life and death. Women mourn and rage, then 


| move back from the fence to give room for civil 


disobedience. Two hundred forty-four women 
climb over the gate, are arrested and transported 
to the processing area. Many refuse to walk or 
identify themselves as a statement of their belief 
that their actions are just and should not be 
punished. The Military Police vary from silently 
kind to physically brutal. A woman’s shoulder is 
dislocated while being carried off a bus. 

All first offenders are released within three to six 
hours after receiving ban and bar notices 
threatening prosecution upon second offence. 
Twelve second offenders are held over night, 
taken to district court in Rochester the next day 
and are released pending trial at an unspecified 
future date. 

Thirty women remain blocking the explosives 
entrance, sleeping there through the night. 
Townspeople, police and peacekeepers remain 
with them. 

Aug. 2: Vigilers outside Interlaken school shout 
stories of Monday’s action to the women inside 
and listen to songs the women have made up. 
Townspeople remain calm until night swells the 
crowd. Women joining the vigil that night are ver- 
bally and physically harrassed. Three local young 
women walk past the taunts of their neighbors to 
sit and talk with the women for a while. Police 
persuade most women to leave after the 
townspeople are moved back to the street. Six re- 
main, standing firm on their right to peaceful 
assembly, are arrested and released pending trial. 

Twenty-six women blocking the explosives en- 
trance are arrested after successfully turning back 
two trucks carrying military supplies. All 26 are 
released with ban and bar notices, including se- 
cond offenders. 

Aug. 3: One hundred camp women, plus 
some local women carrying signs of support 
(‘Seneca Falls women support First Amendment 
rights for all women’’) gather at the Waterloo 
fairgrounds where the ‘‘Waterloo 54” (now 43, 
since 11 have already accepted'release on bail) 
will be arraigned. The ‘‘Jane Does,’’ as they are 
called, have announced four demands: mass ar- 
raignment, unconditional release, dismissal of all 
charges and return of photographs and finger- 
prints. 

When the motion for a mass arraignment is 
denied, camp women walk out of the court in pro- 
test and plan actions to support the women not 
cooperating with their individual arraignments. 
The first Jane Doe is carried into court and refuses 
to speak with the judge or to be represented by 
lawyers. The judge tells her she will be released on 


t the Seneca Peace Encampment 
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her own recognizance and must return for a future 
court date. A support woman stands and says, 
“This woman is being required to return for trial. 
This is not what the women want.”’ Supporters 
begin to sing and surround the Jane Doe as the 
judge orders the courtroom to be cleared. A close 
friend of the Jane Doe comes and holds her, while 
a jail matron rests her hands on the tearful reu- 
nion. The tuneful disruption continues for 30 to 45 
minutes until police eventually drag all supporters 
out of the building. Women block the entrances of 
the building after they are expelled. The Jane Doe 
is expelled. There’s a pause in processing as 
blockaders and police position and re-position 
themselves. The blockade is not large enough to 
be effective and the individual arraignments 
resume. The Jane Does are still not talking or 
answering legal questions but they begin to make 
personal, political statements. They specify that 
they are not agreeing to return for trial and are 
assuming that their release means that all charges 
are dropped. Supporters greet the Jane Does com- 
ing into court and upon their release. Half-way 
through arraignments, the judge and district at- 
torney decide to accept mass arraignment. Support 
women agree not to disrupt and are permitted to 
return to court. The Jane Does argue their politics 
and their motion for dismissal: motion granted, 
records returned. 

At the camp, a few men from the local 
American Legion meet with some camp women to 
discuss conditions under which they would pro- 
pose to their group that the Legion stop supporting 
anti-camp demonstrations. It’s agreed that the 
women will attend an American Legion meeting to 
clarify the camp’s focus on the Depot rather than 
the town, and that the men will make their pro- 
posal. (The meeting is still pending as of press 
time.) 

Aug. 4.and 5: Eighteen second offenders (the 
total to date) and 50 supporters appear before 
District Court Magistrate Larimer in Rochester. The 
judge refuses to accept pleas of ‘‘nolo 
contendere.’” The women refuse translation of 
“nolo” to ‘‘guilty.’’ Lengthy creative pleas (i.e., ‘/1 
plead for the jobs that would be created in the 
conversion of the Depot’) are presented. ‘‘Not 
guilty’’ pleas are entered. The women are released 
until unspecified future trials. 

Aug. 6: Seven women are arrested at Grifiss Air 
Force Base, an hour's drive from the camp. A 
“‘die-in’’ is held at the Depot’s main gate to com- 
memorate Hiroshima Day. Twenty women begin a 
four-day fast and 10 stop speaking in a ‘‘word 
fast.”’ 

Two local women very involved in counter- 
protests earlier (they had made t-shirts with a pic- 
ture of two women hugging and the slogan ‘‘nuke 
the bitches’) apologize to camp women for their 
past hostility. One initiates a discussion between 
25 townspeople and 75 camp women the next 
day.

public trust, is not an appropriate 
place for a personalized commen- 
tary on the news. Given the perva- 
sive, powerful nature of TV news, 
it is an abuse of power and privi- 
lege to use a news program to call 
for condemnation of a public fig- 
ure. Not many TV viewers distin- 
guish between editorial, commen- 
tary, and reporting, and the use of 
commentary confuses the viewer 
even more. There is a funda- 
mental difference between a news- 
paper delivering a commentary (or 
“news analysis’? as GCN _ says) 
and a TV news broadcast deliver- 


tives didn’t come off looking like 
buffoons; the piece wasn’t edited 
to make them look good or bad.

But the police department, 
especially the chief of police, 
wasted time by denying the 
charges of inactivity leveled at 
them.

tion. TV commentary has been 
used best when the entire show is 
devoted to examining public issues 
with two or more points of view 
represented. 

During the 
following week, the Investigative 


Team (I-Team) at‘'WBZ-TV filed a 


lengthy report on the situation 
faced by lesbians living in Nor- 
thampton. The threats and actual 
violence directed against the size- 
able lesbian community of the 
western Massachusetts town have 
been covered in GCN and, to 
some extent, the Globe, but 
almost no coverage has run previ- 
ously on the major Boston TV sta- 
tions. Joe Bergantino, WBZ 
investigative reporter, filed two 
five-minute reports and presented 
important background informa- 


' tion for viewers unfamiliar with 


the story. 

What was interesting was that 
the story was about lesbians, with 
that word being used frequently 
by the reporter. Lesbian issues 
and news are almost never men- 
tioned on TV, even at a time when 
gay news stories seem to abound. 
Additionally, the story was sensi- 
tively presented, allowing the 
viewers to understand the fright- 
ening violence that has become a 
part of women’s lives in the past 
year. Bergantino went out of his 
way to get the views of the vocal 
opponents of gay and _ lesbian 
rights in Northampton, as well as 
give the police department ample 
opportunity to respond to the 
complaints that it has done 
nothing to stop the violence and 
death threats. The local conserva-

‘Outsiders’ Inside the Church 


By Bob Roehm 

“‘The church always needs out- 
siders. It needs the particular 
challenge of those who have been 
‘dispossessed,’ the view of those 
who have nov been in the center. 
That’s why the lesbian/gay caucus 
is so crucial for Synod. Because 
you’ve never Aad the power, your 
voice becomes imperative.”’ 

Mary Elizabeth Hunt, a feminist 
theologian, lecturer and writer 
from Washington, D.C., delivered 
the keynote address at the Third 
National Gathering of the United 
Church Coalition for Lesbian/- 
Gay Concerns (UCCL/GC), held 
June 21 through 23 in Pittsburgh. 

About 35 women and men in the 
United Church of Christ (UCC), 
ranging in age from 22 to 79, 
traveled from as far away as Col- 
orado, Arizona and California to 
attend this two-day gathering for 
networking, personal sharing and 
support, workshops and panel dis- 
cussions, as well as to plan and or- 
ganize the work of the Coalition 
for the coming year. Following the 
National Gathering, many Coali- 
tion members stayed in Pittsburgh 
to participate in the 14th General 
Synod of the UCC, held June 24 
through 30 in the same city. 
UCCL/GD is an officially 
recognized special interest group 
in the UCC committed to ministry 
with and justice for lesbians and 
gay men, their families and 
friends. 

Carlow College, a women’s col- 
lege about two miles from down- 
town Pittsburgh, hosted the Na- 
tional Gathering. Prior to locating 
Carlow, the Coalition had been 
turned down by at least eight dif- 
ferent Pittsburgh colleges and 
other sites because it is a gay 


_ group, _ ‘Carlow provided ‘a : very 
_ comfortable meeting space and the — 


atmosphere at the college seemed 
to be very supportive of the gather- 
ing. , 

““We have a very concrete ex- 
perience of being outsiders,’’ 
Hunt told the assembled group as 
she spoke of the importance of the 
Coalition’s participation in the 
UCC Synod. ‘‘We have a concrete 
experience of being marginalized. 
One consistent strand in Chris- 
tianity is that it is always important 
to have the outside reflecting back 


to us something new. The outsider 
always has a certain priority.’’ The 
witness that the lesbian/gay coali- 
tion can make to the church, she 
explained, makes it imperative for 
the group to go to Synod. 

Synod began the morning after 
the National Gathering ended. 
Over 700 delegates, representing 
UCC churches and agencies in 50

A man involved with the UCC 
Task Force on an Inclusive Church 
and Persons with Disabilities was 
particularly supportive of the 
work of the Coalition. He had par- 
ticipated earlier this year in discus- 
sions at the National Council of 
Churches (NCC) about the ap-

states and Puerto Rico, as well as 
over 1000 visitors, gathered at the 
Pittsburgh Convention Center for 
six days to discuss and vote on over 
100 resolutions and to make deci- 
sions about the direction of the 
UCC for the next two years. 

UCCL/GC sponsored a booth 
in the exhibition hall, adjacent to 
the Synod assembly room. On 
opening day of Synod, Coalition 
volunteers distributed to delegates 
a survey on attitudes towards sex- 
uality. The results of the survey 
were used later when the resolu- 
tions and pronouncements were 
voted on. The film Pink Triangles 
was shown several evenings and 
discussion about homphobia and 
related issues followed. 

On another aisle of the exhibi- 
tion hall was a booth sponsored by 
the United Church People for 
Biblical Witness (UCPBW), acon- 
servative evangelical group in the 
UCC that was originally formed to 
counter the gay-supportive stands 
that the UCC had been taking and 
to support instead heterosexual 
monogamy or celibacy as the only 
“‘Christian’’ lifestyles. 


_ There was little communication. 


between the UCCL/GC booth and 
the UCBPW booth, but several 
times groups of youth delegates 
and their friends would come to 
the Coalition booth after having 
gone first to the UCPBW booth. 
They had just been given a lot of 
Bible quotes about homosexuality. 
“What do we say to those 
people?’’ they would ask. Their in- 
terest in supporting lesbians and 
gay men was clear, but they did not 
know how to respond to that style 





Fellowship of Metropolitan Com- 
munity Churches for membership 
in the NCC. The homophobia he 
heard at that meeting was so in- 
tense that he was converted to a 


_ gay-supportive position. 


The Coalition introduced a 
number of resolutions at Synod 
which were approved by the na- 
tional body. These resolutions 
focused on such issues as 
homophobia, inclusion of lesbians 
and gay men in the life of the 
church, support for AIDS victims 
and a call to the federal govern- 
ment for more funding for AIDS 
research. 

A ‘‘Pronouncement on Chris- 
tian Marriage and Family Life’’ 
was introduced by UCPBW. This 
pronouncement would have caus- 
ed the UCC to adopt as its official 
policy the position of affirming 
only heterosexual monogamy or 
celibacy and rejecting all other 
lifestyles. This pronouncement 
was voted down. 

Pink Triangle buttons were 
distributed from the Coalition 
booth, and supporters were asked 
to wear them during Synod. A 


- sheet distributed with the buttons » 


stated, ‘‘By wearing the pink 


triangle, you can help protect les- 
bian and gay United Church 
members wishing to actively ad- 
vocate lesbian/gay concerns at this 
General Synod from discrimina- 
tion.’’ By the second day, many at 
Synod were wearing Pink 
Triangles. 

The mood at Synod was very 
positive and seemed to be suppor- 
tive of the Coalition’s involvement 
there. Many there were interested 
in talking about homophobia and 
related issues and in supporting 
the struggles of lesbians and gay 
men in the church. 

The UCCL/GC_ Fourth Na- 
tional Gathering will be held next 
year in San Francisco and will 
coincide with the Gay Pride 
celebrations in that city. The UCC 
15th General Synod will be held in 
1985 in Ames, lowa. The Coalition 

_ plans to participate in this Synod 
as it did this year in Pittsburgh.

ty again. I was bitter and being 
thrust into the Marion penitentiary 
was a plunge into a bitter struggle 
for survival among a Wonderland 
of Bogart/Edward G. Robinson 
remakes. But among all those 
thistles | found my rose, and the 
road back. A gay friend of mine 
there, who is a socialist from 
Maine, gave me a copy of GCN. I 
was skeptical — same old rhetoric. 
The only thing new for me was that 
I started to learn about my lesbian 
sisters and their frequent trips to 
the slammer for their convictions. 
(No pun intended.) I asked for and 
received the paper on a regular 
basis and my eyes began to turn to 
Boston. I have grown some more 
because through GCN I have seen 
organized gays really doing 
something, as opposed to merely 
basking in the reflected glory of 
public speeches backed up with no 
action. 
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In every prison I know of, gays, on a day-to- 
day basis, collect the scars of living with the 
homophobic prisoners and officials.

I have been transferred from 
Marion (it took me four years to 
convince them that I was not the 


person described in their files.) 
Now, in a better environment 
physically, I still endure the con- 
tempt reserved for those gays who 
will not play their assigned

one’s choice later, than anyone’s 
alternative now. 

The new ‘“‘in thing’’ is the AIDS 
joking. Sick minds find the most 
distressing things to be amused 
about. In every prison I know of, 
gays, ona day-to-day basis, collect 
the scars of living with the homo- 
phobic prisoners and officials. (As 
in everything, generalities are mis- 
leading: not every prisoner and not 
every Official is a fag baiter.) 
Often, as in my case, violence is 
attempted, and even more often 
successfully inflicted.

Aug. 7: Two local ministers 
give sermons in favor of the camp 
while some church goers leave in 
protest. A church bulletin is totally 
devoted to statements in support 
of the camp. 

Aug. 9: Another ‘‘die-in’’ is 
held at the main gait to com- 
memorate Nagasaki Day. In a civil 
disobedience action early in the 
day, a second offender is arrested 
and released with a court date set 
for Aug. 23. Fourteen women are 
arrested later. Even the second of- 
fenders in this group are released 
with ban and bar notices. 

Aug. 13 and 14: A national 
planning meeting is held at the 
camp with much talk of keeping 
the camp open past the scheduled 
Labor Day closing. An_ initial 
agreement is reached to begin 
weatherization of the main house 
so it can be used at least as 
caretaker’s housing. 

Aug. 15: A delegation of local 
clergy meet with the camp’s local 
outreach coordinator wanting to 
know what they can do to help. An 
open meeting is planned*in one of 
the churches as a forum to air local 
people’s concerns about the camp. 

Aug. 19: One hundred women 
attended a ‘‘special program to 
highlight women of color and the 
fight for freedom’? in Auburn, 
N.Y., 24 miles east of the camp, 
including historical and theatrical 
presentations. The women visit the 
home, church and gravesite of 
Harriet Tubman, principal guide 
for blacks escaping from slave 
plantations in the early and mid 
1800s. They sing slave code songs 
of the Underground Railroad as 
they walk. 

Aug. 20 and 21: Another na- 
tional planning meeting agrees 
that a volunteer caretaking collec- 
tive will be housed in the main 
house during the fall. (A meeting 
in September will plan beyond 
December.)

Friday, ‘‘Women’s 
Equality Day,’’ 125 women sing, 
picket and leaflet in front of the 
White House, then move into a cir- 
cle dance, blocking Pennsylvania 
Ave. for 45 minutes.

ly arrest five of the 30 to 40 women 
sleeping in Lafayette Park. They 
are released with seven days to re- 
quest a trial date or pay a $50 fine 
within 15 days. Women form a 
feeder march from Lafayette Park 
to the main rally on the mall. At 
the Depot, 60 women march to the 
main gate in solidarity with the 
March on Washington.

Aug. 31-Sept. 3: Continuing 
plans for small civil disobedience 
actions and legal protests. 

Sept. 3-5: The encampment 
expects a large influx of women 
for closing rituals, including civil 
disobedience. Their temporary 
camping permit ends Sept. 9 but 
women are seeking an extension 
through October and the camp will 
be open. Paid staff positions will 
end by mid-September but a 
volunteer collective will remain liv- 
ing in the house. Encampment 


tasks, including bookkeeping, 
resource inventory,  cor- 
respondence, preparation of a 


report on the summer, continued 
local outreach, land and house 
upkeep, and organizing a feminist 
presence at the October 22-24 
depot protest will be divided be- 
tween the on-site collective and the 
organizing groups in areas such as 
Boston, New York City and 
Rochester. Monthly region-wide 
meetings will continue as the 
decision-making structure. There 
is talk of asmall group ‘‘taking the 
encampment on the road.”’ 

Oct. 21-24: A _ coalition of 
New York peace and _ justice 
groups will hold demonstrations 
and civil disobedience actions at 
the Depot. They will use the 
camp’s main house as their com- 
munications center. 

December: The planned 
deployment of the Cruise and Per- 
shing II missiles to Europe. The 
Depot will be the final shipment 
point before the Pershing leaves 
the U.S.
